Under No Circumstances Will James Cock- 
rell Help the “ Gin’ral.” i 

James Cockrell of Marion County would be 
a man of some note in the next Legislatyre as 
the successor .of Tom Merritt, even were he 
not one of the three F. M. B. A. Representa- 
tives. He comes of a Democratic family, but 
in 1876 joined the Greenback movement, and 
has been a consistent Independent ever since. 

He was born on the farm where he still 
lives fifty years ago. His post-office address 
is Kinmundy. Cockrell's father, a white- 
haired, hale old man of 78 years, known and 
loved for miles around as Uncle Felix,“ is 
an Illinois pioneer, having moved to Wayne 
County, this State, in 1836 from Kentucky. 
Before the war “‘Uncle Felix” was a Whig, 
but upon the decease of the party of Clay he 
became a Democrat. Another son, Felix G. 
Cockrell Jr., is City Attorney of East St. 
Louis. | 

James Cockrell was the Union Labor candi- 
date for the Legislature from his district two 
years ago, but was defeated. During that 
campaign, it is recalled, the local newspaper, 
the Kinmundy Eæpress, was composite in its 
politics. One column was given to each of the 
three parties, and edited by persons appointed 
by the county committees. Cockrell edited 
the Union-Labor column. 

We had to set Cockrell’s column in solid non- 
pareil every week, says B. F. Lamson, the pro- 
prietor of the paper, while the others went in 
leaded brevier. Cockrell has been for years an 
earnest third-party men, and he has ideas of his 
own, and knows how to express them. He has no 
partiality for either the Democratic or the Repub- 
lican party. He attacks them both equally. But 
you can besureof one thing. Under no circum- 
stances will Jim Cockrell vote for Palmer for 
United States Senator. 

The Democrats didtheir best to defeat him. 
He beat a Democrat when he was elected, as did 
Taubeneck. An analysis of the votes of this 
county shows that the Democrats voted straight 
for their own legislative candidates, while the 
Republicans gave Cockrell nearly 1,000 votes in 
this county alone. 

Cockrell is a man who knows his own mind and 
is not afraid todo what he thinks to be right.

So far as Iam able to state on my personal 
responsibility, having had as yet no communica- 
tion with my fellow members-elect, we will act 
as an independent party, which we are, and I 
have not the slightest idea as to which of the two 
old parties we will join forces with either in the 
organization of the House or afterwards. Voting 
with one party upon the organization of the 
House by no means implies that we will act there- 
after with that party. We shall endeavor to do 
all that we can for the best interests of the F. M.

The Indianapolis Journal, printed in a

It is un- 
necessary to say that if this be anything else 
than braggadocio the speakers depend on 
some of the, passenger agents to help them, 
since without such aid they would be as power- 
less as the baying dog is to stay the course of 
the moon among the stars. The claim then, 
amounts to this: that the reilroads cannot 
sell a sufficiency of tickets for a paying busi- 
ness without letting down rates to the scalpers 
so far that the latter can make a dollar or two 
out of each ticket and still sell at a discount. 

The position is worthy of a thorough in- 
vestigation. If false the world should know 
it, with the result of being relieved from a 
grievous burden of supporting a small army 
of parasites on the transportation interests of 
the country. If true the discovery that it is 
so ought to be the prelude to an important re- 
form. It is easy to see that if a railroad sells 
half its tickets to a scalper and accepts from 
him half the difference between his and the 
regular rates it would be no loser by offering 


the whole issue to the public on the same 


terms as half of it is offered by the scalper. 
The receipts into the treasury of the road 
would be just the same, provided the same 
number of passengers were carried under 
both arrangements, But no one can doubt 
that a lowering of rates must bring an in- 
creased volume of business, for the reason 
that the reduction would place traveling by 
rail within reach of a greater number of 
people and enable those who now ride behind 
the iron horse to do so more extensively than 
before. The net revenues would thus be aug- 
mented, to the benefit of the stockholders, at 
the same time that their representatives would 
deal honestly by the public in offering to each 
member of the community a named amount 
and quality of transportation on precisely the 
same terms. 

The whole business of ticket scalping is in- 
tensely artificial, and has the additional disad- 
vantage of being very costly. It is equally 
unnatural as the old-fashioned plan of letting 
blood when the vital force of the patient had 
already been reduced to a low ebb by disease. 
Tt is not less foolish than would be the act of 
a man giving a quarter out of his last dollar 
to a loafer who would tell him to buy bread 
with the remainder. The railroad officials 
themselves well know that it does no perma- 
nent good to the road. They are well aware 
of the fact that the few additional tickets sold 
do not more than compensate at the time for 
the loss on each, and that this temporary gain 
at the expense of other lines is sure to be met 
by a similar movement for equalizing the 
amount of personal patronage, while leaving 
both so much the poorer for the contest. They 
are so thoroughly cognizant of this it is an 
open secret in the fraternity that the scalpers 
benefit far more by present arrangements 
than the roads do, and that those of them who 
make the most money have rather close per- 
sonal friendships among officials of the lines. 

Perhaps the only remedy for this, and 
probably the best, would be the one suggested 
by Tun Tanten a few days ago. Proof that 
tickets were being sold with the connivance of 
an official at less than the regular rates charged 
to the rest of the public should be accepted as 
competent evidence that the line in question 
is able to do business at the reduced figures 
and sufficient cause for an order rendering it 
imperative to sell all tickets on the reduced 
basis for the ensuing twelve months. If this 
were the rule there would be no more scalp- 
ing except in the small number of tickets 
which are resold by intending passengers be- 
cause of a change of plan after the purchase. 
The Presidents and directors of the lines 
would then take good care that no person in 
their employ laid them open to the infliction 
of the penalty. There would be no more 
collusions between paid officials of the com- 
panies and members of the scalping fraterni- 
ty, and any well-founded suspicion of such a 
thing would lead to suspension or dismissal. 


The occupation of the scalpers would be gone. 


Gay. MeNurr says in his Bloomington in- 
terview: 


The McKinley bill came like a clap of thunder 
from a clear sky and frightened a great many. 
Sellers to increase their sales urged every one to 
buy before the advance of prices which they said 
would come from the effect of the McKinley bill.

this McKinley bill, too, and trying to cheat me on 
it. Old John Palmer, they would say to us, talks 
now pretty much as he did when he was a Repub- 
lican. He may also be a great liar, but we have not 
caught bim at it yet, but we have caught you and 
we will risk the old man this time on trial and let 
yougo. That is the way they talked to us. 


The General will please produce those Re- 
publicans who said that old John Palmer 
talked pretty much as he did when a Repub- 
lican.”” In his speeches this year he came out 
flatfooted for Calhoun free trade and Calhoun 
State sovereignty. He abused not merely the 


McKinley bill but the doctrine of protection, 


which McKinley carried to the extreme. He 
denounced protection as a principle as degrad- 
ing and wrong. When these Republicans Gen. 
McNulta talks of last heard Palmer talk as a 
Republican—he was stumping the State for 
Governor in 1868—he was in favor of protec- 
tion, and he favored a pretty stiff article, too. 


He was also on the side of the National Gov- 


ernment, and did not have any of his present 
fears about its “overthrowing the States and 
subjugating their inhabitants.“ He was a Lin- 
coln man then, not a Jeff Davis man. It was 
not till 1871.72, when he fell foul of Gen. Sher- 
idan because the latter dared to play the Good 
Samaritan in Illinois without his consent and 
to station a guard of Federal soldiers over in- 
ternational goods sent from all countries for 
the burnt-out people, that Palmer began to 


foreshadow a radical change in the manage- 
ment of the property. He has not promised 
that the change will be a reform in the inter- 
est of the public in the way of trangportation 
of persons and property, or in the direction of 
paying off the indebtedness of the road which 
the Nation assumed for the benefit of him- 
self or other capitalists, Possibly, how- 
ever, both of these will come around 
in good time. No one will deny the ability of 
Jay Gould to assume the entire responsibility 
of the management and the payment of in- 
debtedness on the property, and it is not too 
late to credit him with good intentions, for 
which there is all the more room, as he is net 
up to date specially distinguished in the direé- 
tion of philanthropy. What if Gould should 
decide to make partial amends for patt 
rapacity by undertaking to cleanse out that 
Augean stable—lifting from the shoulders cf 
the people the incubus of indebtedness af 
sumed for construction of the Union Pacific 
railroad! How if it should prove to be his 
ambition to then show how a great line can be 
run in the interest of the people who paid part 
of the expense of building it and stand pledged 
to pay the rest if the stockholders do not! He 
could not better expend a part of his vast 
fortune than by devoting it to the righting of 
this enormous wrong. Will he do it? Few 
who have watched his course for the last 
quarter of a century will be inclined to answer 
in the affirmative, but stratiger things than 
that have happened, and with him great acts 
are possible. It is about equally difficult to 
believe the story that Gould has got bold 
again of the Union Pacific in spite of the 
statement that he says so himseif, and a few 
people here prefer to believe that the reportér 
was imposed upon or else made up the stoty 
ut of whole cloth.“

Mn. E. Summers of this city Has devised 
what he thinks will be a sure plan for securing 
direct political results by submitting to the 
popular vote of the Nation all the principal 
party issues, squarely put as State constitu- 
tional amendments. In an interview Mr. 
Summers thus explains his idea, which he pro- 
poses shall be adopted by a popular National 
convention: 

This convention will petition Congress to pro- 
vide for a popular vote on whatever the question 
under consideration be—tariff reform, for in- 
stance. If the movement can acquire sufficient 
magnitude Congress will be ¢ompelled to act, and 
the question properly formulated that people now 
vote Les or “No” will be submitted to the 
eountry. Should one side or the other obtain a 
two-thirds majority of the popular vote the mat- 
ter then, of course, becomes a constitutional 
amendment. If not Congress will be liable to 
direct its legislation on the question in the line 
indicated by the majority of the voters. Thus the 
we agi tated haan be felt directly by the law- 

ers. 


Mr. Summers’ plan is not a new one. The 
Swiss submit leading bills to popular ap- 
proval. In this country, however, there is a 
fatal obstacle to the success of any such plan. 
There are in the Southern States about 1,500,- 
000 colored voters. Half a million of these 
voters in the Virginias, North Carolina, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, and Missouri are allowed 
to vote because there are white voters belong- 
ing to other than the Demoératic party who 
will protect them in their rights. There are a 
million of these voters, however, in South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Louisi- 
ana, Texas, Mississippi, and Arkansas who 
are not allowed to vote if their votes promise 
to amount to anything. Upon any question 
submitted if it were antagonized by the white 
Democrats these million voters could not vote 
if they favored it. Suppose that the question 
were protection and the colored voters favored 
it, the Calhounist Democrats, who are free- 
traders, would not permit them to vote. Thus 
a one-sided vote would overcome the North- 
ern majority andan unfavorable expression 
would be secured in this illegal and unjust 
manner. When the whole people of the coun- 
try who are entitled to vote can vote freely 
and have their votes counted it will be time to 
talk of the Summers idea. Mr. Summers 
must first devise some means of securing an 
honest, fair suffrage for all legal voters. This 
will tax his ingenuity sufficiently. 


In his second annual report Secretary Rusk 
of the Department of Agriculture says it has 
been intimated (by officers of the Treasury) 
that nothing can be purchased or constructed 
for the forthcoming World’s Fair in this city 
which is not now in the departments, and that 
no outside assistance can be employed in the 
work of preparation for thedisplay. He says: 
In so far as the Agricultural Department ig 
concerned I say, without reservation, it were 
better to abandon the attempt to make any 
exhibit than to undertake the task with such 
limitations.“ It is not his mtention to enter 
the field in competition with any private, 
State, or corporate exhibiter, but outside 
of that there lies a wide field wherein the 
department may operate in illustrating 
those functions which are peculiarly 
its own. Such an effort might properly be 
made by giving a spectacular exhibition of 
current methods of dealing with agricultural 
problems and processes. If such a work be 
undertaken at all it must be in such a manner 
as to guarantee satisfactory results. The Sec- 
retary hopes that any now existing obstacles 
to such effective work may be removed by 
Congress, and that so speedily that the desired 
preparations may be made without delay. He 
suggests further that all portions of the dis- 
play which shall be worthy of place in a per- 
manent exhibit be suitably provided for, and 
that they, with the present collection and 
future accessions to it, shall be placed ina 
permanent museum of agriculture at the Na- 
tion’s Capital.

CAWT YOU SWIM A LITTLE BIT? 


If Not, Here Is an Ingenious Life-Saving 
Belt for You. 

London, Nov. 12.—We do not often look to 
Italy for ingenious inventions, but an Italian 
has just arrived in London with an “ instan- 
taneous self-expanding life-saving belt, by 
which he expects to enrich himself from the 
pockets of people who are nervous at sea. It 
has already been adopted by the principal 
steamship companies of Italy. Next week he 
is going to give an exhibition of its practical 
utility to representatives of British steamship 
companies, including the Atlantic liners. 

The unique feature of this new life-saving 
belt is that it may be worn around the body 
while promenading about the decks during 
the day, and it is not even taken off in bed. 
It weighs about twice as much as one of the 
ordinary canvas or leather belts sold for gen- 
eral use. In its finished state itis about the 
last thing in the world that a prudent man 
would place confidence in if he was to attempt 
to jump for his life from the deck of a sink- 
ing vessel into the sea. But the moment the 
belt touches the water two chemical sub- 
stances contained in it are instantly united 
and it begins to inflate with What these 
substances are is the inventor’s secret. He 
claims that one belt will keep the most heavily 
clothed person afloat for forty-eight hours. 
For ladies the belts are made of silk, for men 
of canvas. The inventor is going to make 
some novel experiments with it next week, 
such as throwing a child who can’t swim into 
the river and upsetting a rowboat filled with 
people who can’t swim,

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CONTROLLER ONABAN’S DEFENDERS 
MAKE NO KIND OF A SHOWING. 


crease in the Rate of Taxation Brought 
On by Democratic Extravagance—How 
the Controller Has Violated the Law— 
Aldermen Will Insist on Further Amend- 
ment of the Lake Street “L” Ordinance 
—Maunicipal Notes. 


It is probable that City Controller Onahan is 
responsible for the attempt of the Democrat- 


’ question, and a mere shirking 


muin question concerns the increase in the rate of 
taxation. THe Tripune asserted and 
now reasserts that whilethe assessment of prop- 


such increase is in the main due to wanton ex- 
travagance in the management of town and city 
affairs under the Cregier-Onahan administration. 
The State tax is two cents per $100 less than it 
was last year. The county tax is slightly less, 
but the city tax has been increased lrom $3.673 per 
$100 to $4.357 per $100, an increase of $0.684 per 
$100. The town tax has also been increased by 
the Democratic town officers, and the aggregate 
of taxation in every township of old Chicago, in 
Hyde Park, Lake, Lake View, and Jefferson has 
been increased from 15 to 18 per cent. 

Tun TRIBUNE’ sfigures are taken from the Coun- 
ty Clerk’s books and they show : 

In North Chicago an advance from $6.08 per 
8100 to $7.13 per $100, 2 

In West Chicago from $5,635 to $6,511. 

In South Chicago from $.36 per 100 to 6.284. 

There is no attempt to controvert the facts here 
set forth, There is no reply to them, except that 
the city’s credit is good and that Mr. Onahan is a 
pious, good man of inherited integrity and great 
financigi ability. Neither the city’s credit nor 
Mr. Onahan’s piety or integrity or financial abil- 
ity has heen called in question. 

As a matter of fact it was not asserted that Mr. 
Onahan was in manner responsible for the 
extravagance whi led to the increased taxa- 
tion. It is better known to THE TRIBUNE than to 
his gratuitous and delirious organs that Mr. Ona- 
han has tried to keep down expenses; that had 
the Mayor acted on his advice the city’s credit 
would be better than it is, and that the rate of 
taxation would not be so high. AS 

But all this does not excuse Mr. Onahan’s ille- 

and unauthorized management of the city 
nances, or his half-truths about the present con- 
dition of the municipal funds. Mr. Onahan has 
admitted that he drew against certain funds 
without avthority, that his accounts do not cor- 
resvond with the accounts of the City Treasurer, 
that he drew from the general fund without 
authority of the Council (which could alone have 
conferred such authority) to take up bonds 
had matured, that accounts had been juggled, 
and that plain stipulations of the charter govern- 
ing the management of city funds had been palpa- 
bly violated. Mr. Onahan’s organs have made no 
defense against those charges. He has made no 
defense himself. He could not. 


Plain Violation of the Law. 


Take the case of the water fund. The old oy 
charter under which the water bonds were issued, 
which must govern until they are paid because it 
is part of the contract with the lenders, as suc- 
cessive City Law Departments bave held, provides 
that: All accounts 115 — to the Water- 
Works of said city shall be kept separate and dis- 
tinct from the accounts pertaining to other de- 
partments,” etc. This provision has been violated. 
The Controller has overdrawn the water fund to 
make payments on warrants drawn against other 
funds. He admits this. Where is his authority? 
Sec. 99 of the new charter provides: 

All warrants drawn upon the Treasurer must 
be signed by the Mayor and countersigned by the 
Clerk (or Controller where there is a Controller), 
stating the particular fund or appropriation to 
which the same is chargeable, and the person to 
whom payable, and no money shall be otherwise 
paid than upon such warrants so drawn.” 

The city ordinance based on this provides: 

The warrants shall state therein the particu- 
lar fund or appropriation to which the same is 
chargeable, and no money shall be otherwise paid 
than upon such warrants so drawn.“ 

According to his own acknowle ent, and ac- 
cording tathe acknowledgment of his chief book- 
keeper Mr. Onahan has violated this distinct 
provision of the law by juggling with his ac- 
counts. His excuse is that some other Controller 
did it before him. Mr. Onahan affects to have a 
8 regard for the law. He knowingly vio- 

ates it. 

Mr. Onahan makes himself the custodian of 
city bonds. Where is the provision of the law 
bearing on that point? Ald. Cullerton, Chairman 
of the Council Finance Committee, has informed 
THE TRIBUNE that he has remonstrated with the 
Mayor against this practice. It is maintained, 
notwithstanding. 

The city’s_credit suffers through such loose 
practices. Last April Mayor Cregier told the 
Common Council that the previous July he had 
disposed of {000 water bonds bearing 3. per 
cent interest at a premium of 2 78-100 cents, the 
highest premium and lowest interest at which 
any of our 1 4 have ever been sold.“ And 
he added: Bonds to the amount of $943,500 will 
fall due July 1 next. This honorable body has al- 
ready authorized the renewal of these bonds, and 
the reissuance of new bonds of like amount, 
which I confidently expect will be negotiated at 
3% per cent interest, or less. 

Two months later his Controller had to say to 
the Council: 

No satisfactory offers were received in re- 
sponse to my repeated advertisement for the 
issuance of city bonds ($934,000) bearing 3% per 
cent interest, to be made July 1. 

“I propose, with the concurrence of the City 
Council, to offer for sale after due advertisement 
the $575,000 sewerage’ and school city bonds now 
held for the benetit of the water fund, or so much 
oI same as may be necessary; they will sell for a 
fair premium. These bouds bear 4 per cent in- 
terest.” 

They have not sold at a premium. Mr. Onahan 
has them yet on hand. He is not able to dispose 
of them at par. - 

This is the way the city’s credit has been main- 
tained by Cregier and Onahan, about whose finan- 
cial genius and unquestioned integrity so much is 
heard. But the city’s credit is still good. It will 
be much better when oy ay ceases to be Mayor 
aud Mr. Onahan ceases to be Controller. 


TO FIGHT THE LAKE STREET “ L.” 


Aldermen Will Insist Upon Further Amend- 
ment of the Ordinance— Municipal Notes. 
Ald. Harris and Ald. Goldzier will lead the fight 

against the amended Lake street L road ordi-

We will want the help of the 
West-Siders when a genuine project is presented.” 

Sexton and Weber, leaders among the North 
Side men, also favor the ordinance in a properly 
amended form. There is no doubt that in such 
shape it will pass. But it is said the Mayor will 
veto any ordinance the Council may pass for the 
Lake Street company, The reasons for his oppo- 
sition are only hinted at. Some supporters of the 
ordinance say it can be passed over the veto. 

That seems to be our only chance of getting 
rapid transit,“ said Ald, Mills yesterday.

_ Justice Has Been Done. 
Henry A. Sanger of the Sanger, Moody & 
Steel Stone company and George H. Muproe, 
President of the Joliet Stone company, say 


that an injustice has been done the stone in- 


dustry of Joliet. It was said that all the 
properties which have been amalgamated un- 
der the name of the Ameri Stone company 
and capitahzed for $2,000,000 were offered to 
the Western Stone company shortly after it 
was organized for $750,000, This, Messrs. 
Sanger and Munroe say, is not true. 
The Western Stone company had last year 
for thirty orsixty days options on six out of 
the eighteen quarries in Joliet, but has had 
none this year. As to the statement that the 
quarries were offered for $750,000 to the West- 
ern Stone company, the quarries have been 
under contract to the American Stone com- 
pany, and the Western Stone company it is 
declared has not had an option this year. It 
was stated in the article that the American 
company furnishes less 40 per cent of 
the rubble stone used in the city. Mr. Sanger 
says that One of the Joliet companies alone— 
the Young & Farwell Diamond Saw Stone 
company—have furnished over 50 per cent of 
the vault-covers used in Chicago this year. 
The Joliet eg last year produced 63,000 
cords of rubble and over 2,000,000 of pee ag 
curbing, and flag stone. Messrs Sanger an 
Munroe say that in the last five or six years 
Joliet has developed a greater stone belt than 
Lemont. Another advantage Joliet has over 
Lemont is that it requires only four to eight 
feet of stripping to po at the merchantable 
stone in Joliet, whereas there are forty feet 
of stripping at Lemont quaries.
